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Costs Mount at LeClair's 
Garage Cleanup in Chester

CHESTER - The select- 
men are still working out 
how to clean up the solid 
waste at LeClair's Garage 
and how to pay for that 
work, but earlier this year 
they started that effort by 
getting rid of thousands of 
tires from the site. 

Along with piles of tires 
on the ground, there were 
also four tractor trailers full 
of them, both cut up and 
whole. 

The junkyard at 400 
Fremont Road has been 
causing issues in the neigh- 
borhood for more than two 
decades, predominantly 
from a variety of automotive 
fluid releases into the 
ground. According to re- 
ports beginning as early as 
1990, contamination at the 
property consists of every- 
thing from arsenic to poly- 



chlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) 
to methyl tert-butyl ether 
(MtBE) and other volatile 
organic compounds. 

The town has $892,517 
in civil court settlements 
against owners Wayne and 
Lorette LeClair, but efforts 
at getting that money in 
hand haven't been success- 
ful. 

Following a severe spike 
in MtBE levels in a neigh- 
bor's well in December, the 
state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Services took rel- 
atively quick action and had 
all containers with fluids 
consolidated, tested, com- 
bined and shipped off site to 
prevent further contamina- 
tion. 

After the liquid waste 
was removed, the selectmen 
began to discuss removing 
the solid waste as well, as 
another step in mitigating 
the issues. Plans are to 
someday have the site look 



like just another empty 
field, a process that may 
require extensive soil exca- 
vation. 

At a meeting at the start 
of February, on a suggestion 
by chair Steph Landau, the 
selectmen authorized start- 
ing tire removal. A motion 
was made by Joe Castricone 
to start with $1,000 and see 
how far that got the project. 

Since then, Landau has 
estimated that 19,000 tires 
have been removed. The 
cost for the project totaled 
$18,020. 

That price includes 
$9,750 for passenger tire 
removal, $5,830 for truck 
tire removal, $2,700 for 
excavator work and $3,600 
for labor. The town received 
$3,860 as revenue through 
scrap metal. 

The work was done by 
Dave's Scrap Tire Removal 
of North Reading, Mass.

Hampstead to Enter Contract 
Negotiations with Pinkerton

HAMPSTEAD - Assis- 
tant Superintendent Win- 
fried Feneberg has recom- 
mended that Hampstead by 
itself should enter into 
negotiations with Pinkerton 
Academy for a new con- 
tract. 

Derry Cooperative 
School District Superinten- 
dent Mary Ellen Hannon 
wrote Feneberg earlier to 
ask whether Hampstead 
would be interested in 
approaching Pinkerton to- 
gether with Derry on nego- 
tiating a new contract. The 
present contracts for Derry 
and Hampstead with Pink- 
erton run out June 30. If the 
contract is not renegotiated, 
it will continue as is. 



Hampstead, Derry and 
Chester tuition their high 
school students to Pinker- 
ton in Derry. Auburn will 
begin doing so in a year. 

Feneberg told the Hamp- 
stead board he had spoken 
with Pinkerton Headmaster 
Mary Anderson. "I recom- 
mend we enter into negotia- 
tions with Pinkerton Acade- 
my as Hampstead District," 
he said. "There is the seven- 
year cancellation clause in 
the contract, should either 
of us decide to go in anoth- 
er direction." 

Feneberg said he thinks 
it is in Hampstead's best 
interest to negotiate an 
extension of the present 
contract, although he did 
not suggest a specific num- 
ber of years. He recom- 
mended that he and board 



Chairwoman Judy Graham 
work on a letter proposing 
entering into negotiations 
with Pinkerton and extend- 
ing the contract. 

The relationship bet- 
ween Hampstead and Pink- 
erton has been a "fruitful, 
collaborative relationship," 
he said with mutual bene- 
fits. 

Newly elected School 
Board member Jim Stewart 
asked if the board routinely 
reconsiders the choice of 
Pinkerton Academy and 
whether it had examined 
the possibility of sending 
Hampstead students to Tim- 
berlane Regional High 
School in Plaistow. 

The board's reaction was 
immediate and in defense of

Selectmen Rescind Ordinance 
on Construction Hours

SANDOWN -The board 
of selectmen has rescinded 
an ordinance that restricted 
the times of the day that 
construction activities are 
allowed to take place. 

The selectmen did this 
not because they wanted to 



give the green light to blast- 
ing at 6 a.m., but because 
information from legal 
counsel indicated that the 
selectmen had no authority 
to pass such an ordinance. 

Selectmen office manag- 
er Lynne Blaisdell informed 
the board that she and assis- 
tant Paula Gulla found the

Blais- 
dell said that every time the 
office finds old ordinances 
or policies, there's a ques- 
tion on validity, such as

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Concerns Aired Over Proposed Chester Road Bond

CHESTER - Just five 
residents other than mem- 
bers of the budget commit- 
tee, selectmen and a couple 
of department heads show- 
ed up to this year's road 
work bond hearing, held 
directly before the public 
hearing on the budget. 

While it looked like it 
was going to be an hour of 
efforts to fill dead air, resi- 
dent Dianna Charron urged 
the selectmen to explain the 
reason for the bond and 
prompted some discussion. 

Chair Steph Landau 
explained some of the 
process the board and road 
agent Mike Oleson had 
gone through before the 
warrant article was written, 
focusing on why there were 
no specific projects listed. 

While Oleson came to 
the board at the start of the 



budget process asking for a 
$6 million bond to cover 
specific road projects, the 
board decided it wanted 
more control over which 
projects were going to be 
funded, and left specifics off 
the article. 

The projects Oleson rec- 
ommended were much the 
same ones that he's been 
seeking to do for his entire 
five-year tenure as road 
agent. They are: A reclaim 
of Jennifer, Holman, Parker, 
Rand, Great Oak and 4/10 
of a mile of the better look- 
ing part of East Derry Road 
(4.2 miles are in this por- 
tion of the project); a shim 
and overlay for Pheasant 
Run, Meadow Fox, Par- 
tridge, Quail Hill, Eagle's 
Crest, Shepard Home, Han- 
son and the portion of Fre- 
mont from Hale True to the 
Fremont line, totaling 6.1 
miles of roadway; and a full 
rebuild for the other 6/10 of 



a mile of East Derry and 1.9 
miles of Harantis Lake 
Road. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said the purpose of omitting 
specific roads in the article 
is to allow for a discussion 
among the road agent, 
selectmen and residents on 
which roads should be tack- 
led once the money is in 
hand. 

It's an idea that doesn't 
sit well with Oleson, who 
initially brought forward a 
plan that would get the 
town to a point in 10 years 
where only routine mainte- 
nance would have to be 
done, rather than expen- 
sive, million-dollar over- 
hauls. 

"I support the $6 mil- 
lion, but I feel that we need 
to start with the roads I 
brought forward," said Ole- 
son. "We can't have five 
selectmen and the public 
deciding which roads will 
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get done. It's too complicat- 
ed, and a lot of people don't 
understand what's out 
there." 

Oleson added that ev- 
eryone can't be appeased 
with the road work sched- 
ule, but trying to please 
everybody by not including 
specific road names was 
unwise. 

Resident Web Anderson 
spoke up on how road work 
was being funded in 
Chester. Anderson ques- 
tioned why money wasn't 
put aside annually to pay 
for routine road mainte- 
nance to avoid regular 
bonding. 

"It strikes me that there 
must be a formula to deter- 
mine how much mainte- 
nance needs to be put in to 
maintain the infrastructure 
of those roads," said Ander- 
son. "I wonder why we're 
not putting money aside to 
do the routine maintenance 
to take care of this stuff like 
we do with the fire depart- 
ment and the police depart- 
ment, whether there's a 
recession or not. The roads 



are just as much the infra- 
structure of this town as 
these other things. I regret 
that we're throwing this 
back and forth according to 
whether we have a reces- 
sion. If you're going to live 
in Chester, this is the kind 
of town we ought to have 
and these are the roads we 
ought to have." 

Selectman Joe Hagan 
spoke in support of the 
bond, saying he understood 
there wasn't unanimity on 
how large a bond should be 
sought and which roads 
should be attacked, but that 
there seemed to be unanim- 
ity on the idea that the 
roads needed to be taken 
care of. 

Hagan said he supported 
the bond as a bridge to 
maintaining the town's real 
property, and if taxpayers 
didn't start paying for the 
work, they were going to 
lose their town. 

Oleson said that if his 
plan is followed and a large 
sum of money is fronted for 
roadwork, in 10 years the 
town will be caught up, and 



an annual injection of 
$300,000 to $400,000 
should maintain the roads 
adequately to avoid such 
expensive projects. 

During the hearing, the 
budget committee also 
weighed in on the article, 
which it unanimously does 
not support. 

The committee's major 
problem is the cost. That $6 
million, 10-year bond trans- 
lates into an increase of 
$460 per $300,000 house 
next year. 

Oleson asked the com- 
mittee for a number it could 
work with, but only com- 
mittee member Michael 
Branley responded. Branley 
said he supported invest- 
ment into the town's infra- 
structure, because from 
driving around he can see 
an obvious need, but that $6 
million was too much. He 
said he didn't know where 
the committee's threshold 
for a supportable project 
was, but he alone voted yes 
in a straw poll the commit- 
tee took on the potential to 
float $3 million instead.

connection. Feneberg said 
reconsidering the choice is 
always a good exercise but it 
would typically not happen 
except at contract renegoti- 
ation time. 

He also noted that Tim- 
berlane couldn't currently 
accommodate Hampstead 
students. 



Board members pointed 
out that Timberlane's needs 
for construction of a new 
high school and middle 
school would make even 
considering Timberlane not 
a good idea. 

Board member Natalie 
Gallo said considering Tim- 
berlane "would be fool- 
hardy, given Timberlane's 
needs at this time." 

The board voted unani- 



mously to move forward 
with contract extension 
negotiations and authorized 
Graham and Feneberg to 
conduct the negotiations. 

The board, although 
wanting Hampstead to 
negotiate by itself with 
Pinkerton, asked Feneberg 
to stay in touch with Derry 
on the status of its negotia- 
tions with Pinkerton.

State Gets More Time to Build Case in Murder

SANDOWN - Accord- 
ing to court documents, the 
Attorney General will get 
additional time to build a 
murder case against Lon- 
donderry resident Nicole 
LeBlanc in the shooting 
death of a Sandown man. 

Earlier this month, Rock- 
ingham Superior Court 
Judge Marguerite Wageling 
granted the state until Aug. 
10 to obtain an indictment. 



The previous deadline was 
in early June. 

LeBlanc, 33, of 37 Olde 
Village Road in Londonder- 
ry, was arrested on a charge 
of first degree murder on 
Feb. 27 for the shooting 
death of Richard Mannion 
Jr., 43. 

Sandown police found 
Mannion dead in his home 
at 31 Hollow Oak Drive on 
Jan. 14, the victim of a gun- 
shot to the back of the head. 
LeBlanc, an ex-girlfriend of 
Mannion, was arrested on 



Aug. 19, 2011 for assault 
against him and at the time 
of the shooting was under 
orders to have no contact 
with Mannion. 

According to a redacted 
copy of LeBlanc's arrest war- 
rant, Mannion's then girl- 
friend found the body dur- 
ing a routine visit and called 
911 from within the home. 

No firearm was found 
within the home, but police 
believe LeBlanc obtained it 
from Dennis Johnson of 
Hollis. 



The relationship be- 
tween LeBlanc and Johnson 
has not been revealed, but 
according to the warrant the 
two met three months prior 
to the murder and kept in 
contact through telephone 
conversations and text mes- 
saging. 

That affidavit, written by 
state Trooper Joseph Ebert, 
reveals that LeBlanc called 
Johnson the night of the 
killing and asked him to 
meet her at her Londonder- 
ry apartment complex, 



where she subsequently 
admitted to shooting Man- 
nion. Later conversations 
between Johnson and 
LeBlanc were recorded by 
police. According to the 
warrant, that conversation 
had LeBlanc detailing how 
she entered the home and 
killed the victim. 

The warrant states that 
LeBlanc had an alibi for the 
night of the murder. 

During a police investi- 
gation into Johnson's home 
in February, they found an 



AR-15 type semi-automatic 
rifle, but a pistol that police 
knew existed was missing, 
according to the warrant. 
Later Johnson said he 
believed LeBlanc had taken 
the pistol to shoot Mannion. 

The police knew of the 
pistol through a check with 
local law enforcement in 
Hollis. 

LeBlanc is currently 
incarcerated at Strafford 
County Department of Cor- 
rections without bail. 



Mesa-Tejada Sets School Board Straight on Tax Cap

HAMPSTEAD - Addres- 
sing Hampstead School 
Board member Jaye Diman- 
do directly, resident Jorge 
Mesa-Tejada asked that "if 
you quote me, please quote 
me accurately and not out 
of context." 

He presented a series of 
slides in response to a previ- 
ous statement by Dimando 
that wondered why he had 
submitted a petitioned tax 
cap article for the school 
but not for the town. A tax 
cap affects appropriations 
by limiting their year-to- 
year growth. 

The slides contrasted 
the size of the budgets and 
appropriations for the 
school and town. The gra- 
phics showed the school's 
appropriation being 80 per- 
cent of the budget while the 



town's appropriation com- 
prised only 30 percent of 
the budget. That means that 
the town consumes propor- 
tionally a significantly 
smaller tax dollar amount 
compared to the school, and 
the reason why there was no 
need for a tax cap on the 
town. 

The third slide showed 
how the schools' budget 
bottom line continues to 
increase while enrollment 
is decreasing significantly. 
That was the primary mo- 
tive for the submission of 
the petitioned warrant arti- 
cle, he said. 

Mesa-Tejada asked the 
board to lower the budget 
accordingly and promised 
to bring the tax cap back 
next year. 

The Tax Cap article was 
defeated 972 to 902 at Town 
Meeting, not receiving the 
two- thirds majority requir- 



ed but gaining a majority 
vote. Winning the majority 
vote satisfied Mesa-Tejada, 
he said. 

In other business at its 
Tuesday, April 10, meeting: 

• The board assigned 
areas for the budget build- 
ing process to its members, 
with new member Jim Stew- 
art assigned to Central 
School, Dimando to deal 
with Hampstead Middle 
School, Judy Graham to do 
special needs, Natalie Gallo 
to work with facilities, and 
Greg Hoppa to work with 
technology. 

• The board voted to re- 
nominate the recommended 
teachers presented by the 
administration. 

• Budget Committee 
member Matt Murphy ques- 
tioned several policies, con- 
cerned that membership in 
some groups meant the 
Hampstead Board would be

required to support any leg- 
islative position such a 
group took.

• The board approved

Alien Invasion 



Local conservation commissions 
and other groups are taking advantage 
of this year's fine spring weather to 
sponsor cleanups and trail walks. In 
addition, in Derry, the Conservation 
Commission and Go Green Derry 
Committee will host an invasive con- 
trol project at the Shepard Family Con- 
servation Area off East Derry Road on 
May 19. 

Conservation officials note that 
invasive plants continue to be a prob- 
lem in various parts of Derry just as 
they are in the rest of our towns. Ac- 
cording to the state's invasive species 
coordinator, invasive plants impact 
endangered or threatened species, 
reduce diversity and wildlife habitat, 
impact water quality, damage property 
and can lead to the starvation of birds. 

Japanese knotweed, bittersweet, 
multiflora rose, and burning bush have 
taken root in this area, and while those 
plants can no longer be sold, they liter- 
ally have a stranglehold on our wood- 
lands and roadsides. It doesn't take 
much effort to find native trees covered 
by bittersweet along our roads and in 
otherwise protected natural areas. 

Meanwhile, many of us don't have 
to leave our property to encounter 
invasive plants, and if it weren't for the 
ticks and the current influx of black 



flies, we could spend most of spring 
combating the plants set to take over 
our backyards and our woods. 

And each year, Londonderry Con- 
servation Commission chair Deborah 
Lievens works on purple loosestrife 
eradication in her town. The invasives 
are many and varied, and some, such 
as burning bush and loosestrife, are 
pretty to look at. But their attractive- 
ness doesn't make up for the damage 
they cause. 

What invasives do is pretty simple 
- they grow prolifically and take over, 
not allowing space for native plants. In 
the case of bittersweet, birds eat their 
seeds, which have no nutritive value to 
them and can lead to their death from 
starvation. 

If you want to learn about invasive 
plants and how to combat their over- 
spreading of our native vegetation, plan 
to attend Derry Conservation and Go 
Green's invasive control project May 19 
at 9 a.m. Get a copy of the state's guide 
to New Hampshire invasive species by 
contacting Douglas Cygan at 271-3488 
or doug.cygan@agr.nh.gov or visiting 
www.agriculture.nh.gov. 

And look around. This isn't a prob- 
lem in someone else's backyard, 
because if these plants are there, they 
will be in your yard as well - and soon. 
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Choose, Not Anoint, 
Superintendent 

To the editor: 

The April 9 SAU #55 
Board agenda to begin the 
replacement process for the 
Superintendent read almost 
like a script from Central 
Casting: 1) open the meet- 
ing, 2) call the roll, 3) 
pledge allegiance to the 
flag, 3) have a perfunctory 
discussion on the Superin- 
tendent Selection Process, 
4) enter into non-public 
session and, ipso facto, pro- 
claim that the Board had 
chosen and appointed a 
current administrator to 
succeed Richard La Salle. 
End of story. 

That was a bold-faced 
attempt at anointing the 
administration's chosen suc- 
cessor in secret session, 
without the benefit of an 
open and transparent pro- 
cess. 

But the taxpayers re- 
belled and would have none 
of it. 

The Board was told that 
the scheduling of a non- 
public session under 
RSA91-A:3, II (a) "...disci- 
plining, promotion or com- 
pensation of employees..." 
smacked of a coronation 
since there were no known 
candidates yet. 

Then, the Board was 
enjoined to develop a 
search process that was 
open, transparent and

involved as many stake- 
holders as possible in order 
to identify the best candi- 
date for the position. 

But foremost - since this 
chance comes only once 
every 10 years or so - the 
Board needed to update the 
existing contract to stop 
throwing money at the 
superintendent and make it 
more realistic and taxpayer 
friendly. 

Specifically: 

1. Employment and 
term: One year, renewable - 
not three-year minimum. 

2. No Contract Renew- 
al/Resignation Notices: 90 
days instead of three 
years/60 days. 

3. Vacation/Sick Leave: 
Non cumulative or redeem- 
able - "use it or lose it." 

4. Professional Activi- 
ties: no lecturing, consult- 
ing, teaching, etc., out of 
district allowed. 

5. Retirement age: 65 
instead of 57. 

6. Retirement Annuities: 
none. Why pay an addition- 
al 7 percent annually when 
taxpayers are already fully 
funding their retirement? 

7. All Benefits: stand- 
alone provisions - no link- 
age to Hampstead/Timber- 
lane union contracts. 

8. Medical/Dental Insur- 
ances: reduce taxpayer con- 
tributions. 

9. Retirement Vacation 
/Sick Leave Redemption: none. 

The SAU Board was very 



receptive to the suggestions 
and a motion was quickly 
made to move forward with 
a fully transparent and open 
national search instead of an 
in-house promotion. 

However, Chairman 
Gregg Hoppa was none too 
happy with the way the tax- 
payers derailed his carefully 
designed plan and tried to 
salvage it by droning end- 
lessly without putting the 
motion to a vote. 

Eventually, Hoppa had 
to relent, the motion passed 
unanimously, the search 
was on and the unnecessar- 
ily long meeting ended. 

But this inside power 
grab was not the most egre- 
gious issue of the night. 

The SAU Board violated 
its own Policy BBBH, sec- 
tion H, par. 1, which re- 
quires that the Board meet 
on or after April 1 to reor- 
ganize and elect new offi- 
cers. Thus, the first order of 
business for the Board that 
night should have been the 
election of new officers with 
the full participation of 
newly elected members. 
Then, the new SAU Board - 
under a new chairman - 
could turn its attention to 
replacing the superintend- 
ent and other matters. 

Had that been done, the 
meeting would have been 
pro forma and free of the 
shenanigans we witnessed.

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Salem Man Arrested for

HAMPSTEAD - A Salem 
man was arrested on Thurs- 
day, April 5, in Hampstead 
and charged by the Hamp- 
stead Police with three 
counts of indecent expo- 
sure.

Tinker showing her nude 
photographs.

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Chester School District Wants Surplus to Fund Repairs

CHESTER - Chester's 
school district may use an 
unexpectedly high surplus 
this year to eliminate some 
outstanding maintenance 
and repair issues at Chester 
Academy 

Financial manager Ann- 
marie Scribner informed the 
board at its April meeting 
that there is a projected sur- 
plus of $325,740 (see relat- 
ed story page 6). Coupled 
with that information, inter- 



im superintendent Jim Gay- 
lord presented an updated 
5/10 year maintenance and 
facilities plan and suggested 
using some of that money to 
finish identified projects. 

The plan included an 
estimated $174,360 in 
potential work. Gaylord 
lauded the idea as a way to 
get needed projects com- 
pleted without having to 
ask the public for more 
money. While the school 
board has historically 
returned surplus to the gen- 
eral fund at the end of the 



year, it's a move that has an 
effect the following year. 

While returned money 
decreases the tax rate that 
year, the next year the sum 
needs to be made up, 
increasing the tax rate cor- 
respondingly higher than it 
would have been had the 
money not been returned. 

Each project was ex- 
plained and the board 
ordered them by priority. At 
the top of the list were proj- 
ects deemed to be safety and 
health concerns. 

Number one on the list 



Recreation Fields Face 
Problem with Dogs

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Recreation Commission dis- 
cussed once again the prob- 
lem of people not cleaning 
up after their dogs on the 
town fields, especially at the 
Depot Road Fields Com- 
plex. 

The commission, which 
met Monday, April 16, does 
not want to prohibit dogs 
from the fields, but the 
fields have to be cleaned 
before sports can take place, 
a time consuming problem. 
Building and Grounds head 
Steve Harms said the prob- 
lem is getting worse. 

Selectwoman liaison 
Priscilla Lindquist said a 
town ordinance exists 



regarding dogs, their own- 
ers and their responsibility. 
The ordinance was adopted 
under RSA 466:39 and 
states: An owner or person 
having custody of any dog 
shall not permit said dog to 
defecate on any public 
property including public 
streets, alleys, sidewalks, 
parks or any other public 
grounds within the Town of 
Hampstead unless said defe- 
cation is removed immedi- 
ately and disposed of in a 
lawful and sanitary man- 
ner." 

The ordinance carries a 
fine of $25 for each offense. 

The commission will 
prepare signs to be posted at 
Depot Fields regarding dogs 
and other rules. The signs 
will be finalized at the next 



meeting and subsequently 
posted. 

The fields have a "Carry 
Out What You Carry In" 
rule, and the litter people 
leave behind is second only 
to the dog mess, members 
said. The hope is that sign- 
age will remind people to 
take responsibility for their 
pets and their litter. 

In other business, the 
Town Beach will be opening 
soon and Recreation Direc- 
tor Angie Ingraham remind- 
ed the commission of an 
informational meeting for 
parents on the Summer 
Recreation Program, set for 
May 9 at the library in con- 
junction with the school 
district technology staff and 
library personnel. 
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is an update of the fire 
alarm system in the build- 
ing, a system that is consis- 
tently problematic and 
requires expensive repairs. 
In the last three years, the 
district has spent about 
$28,000 on repairs. 

To change the fire 
alarms and strobes would 
cost an estimated $51,900. 

The next project would 
be an overhaul of the phone 
system, another safety con- 
cern. The system routinely 
fails, according to adminis- 
tration. The system can get 
backed up and freeze all 
lines. This prevents calls 
from coming in or out of the 
school. It is not always 
known to staff that the sys- 
tem has failed, and often 
when it does, school staff 
will get calls to their cell 
phones from parents unable 
to get through the school 
lines. 

The estimate for the 
phone project is $35,000, 
but could be more expen- 
sive. 



The district has tried to 
fix the system but because it 
is 10 years old, it can only 
be fixed in a piecemeal and 
unsatisfactory fashion, said 
principal Leslie Leahy. The 
goal is to replace the system 
with not only a more secure 
one, but also a more easily 
upgraded one. 

The board authorized 
the district to move forward 
with obtaining bids for the 
fire alarm and phone proj- 
ect. Other projects were 
given the go-ahead to be 
tackled as ongoing mainte- 
nance. 

Other projects on the 
list include replacing fau- 
cets, urinals, toilets and 
bubblers, which the admin- 
istration said is a health 
concern. The water is very 
hard at the school and 
attacks those fixtures. Auto- 
matic flushes will likely be 
installed as a water and 
facility saving measure. 

Some of the surplus will 
also be used to fix broken 
window blinds within the 



school and replace rugs 
with more hygienic and 
more easily maintainable 
tile. 

Facilities manager Don 
Ennis was lauded as doing a 
good job with maintaining 
existing infrastructure, but 
administration conceded 
that the school is also sad- 
dled with equipment that 
has failed or is failing and 
needs to be replaced. 

Gaylord said the proj- 
ects are necessary and do 
not represent ways to just 
use up the unexpected sur- 
plus. He praised the idea of 
attacking them in this bud- 
get cycle as a way to prevent 
having to raise further tax 
revenue. 

Gaylord added that 
when he decides to leave 
the district, he wants not 
only to make sure the stu- 
dents are doing well, but are 
in a safe and clean environ- 
ment, one that taxpayers 
haven't felt a major impact 
to maintain. 
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Unexpected Savings on Hiition Leads to School District Surplus

CHESTER - The school 
district is forecasting a 
$325,740 surplus by the 
end of the academic year. 
Nearly all of that sum 
comes from unexpected 
tuition savings. 

Financial manager Ann- 
marie Scribner presented the 
numbers to the school board 
at their April 1 1 meeting. 

Regular education is 
trending to have a $54,843 
surplus. Special education is 
trending at $270,897. 

While there are short- 



falls in various lines in the 
regular education budget, 
there is a savings of 
$115,000 in Pinkerton Aca- 
demy tuition. That sum rep- 
resents 3.2 percent of what 
was budgeted in regular 
education Pinkerton tuition 
lines. Chester high school 
students are tuitioned to 
Pinkerton in Derry. 

That budget includes 
two extra Pinkerton tuitions 
as a safeguard in the event 
unexpected high school stu- 
dents move into town. That 
sum will be removed from 
subsequent years' budgets, 
however, following the pas- 



sage of a warrant article this 
year to set up a capital 
reserve fund with $30,000 
for that purpose. 

The sum of $193,776 in 
special education surplus 
comes by way of tuition for 
both Pinkerton Academy 
($126,959) and out-of-dis- 
trict placement ($66,817). 

While the number is a 
big one, Scribner urged that 
it be taken into account in 
relation to the budget, 
which is much larger. The 
forecast is that there will be 
26.16 percent of the special 
education tuition lines left, 
meaning that nearly 75 per- 



cent of that budget was uti- 
lized. 

The school board asked 
if there was any way to have 
avoided the surplus. 

Scribner said that 18 
months in advance, when 
the budget was being put 
together, those numbers 
were appropriate, and even 
as the year progressed, it 
was not known whether 
there would be a surplus 
because of the way the 
tuition bills are structured 
and how they come in. 

Scribner explained that 
the number of students in 
the high school lines for 



special education wasn't 
much lower than expected, 
but the high school charges 
per diem, and until the bill 
comes, there's no way to 
forecast the cost. 

Scribner added that the 
budget is as close as it can 
be, and the administration 
and school board only 
include what is necessary to 
run the school. 

"We've been very con- 
servative and frugal," said 
interim superintendent Jim 
Gaylord. "If we took special 
education out, we would be 
very close, like we've been 
forecasting the entire year." 



In the district's $11,722,000 
budget, between $17,000 
and $20,000 of surplus has 
been forecasted throughout 
the year. 

Chair Royal Richardson 
summed up the situation by 
stating that while the bud- 
get was appropriate, the 
special education demo- 
graphics changed as the 
year went on. 

The surplus number 
includes revenue shortfalls 
as well, particularly about 
$20,000 in Medicaid reim- 
bursement and lesser sums 
in earnings on investment 
and the library trust fund. 



Chester Board OKs Move of Kindergarten into School Building

CHESTER - The kind- 
ergarten classrooms at 
Chester Academy will be 
moving this summer. Next 
year's kindergarten students 
will not learn in the 
portable classrooms set up 
in 2009 when Chester insti- 
tuted a public kindergarten, 
but will instead be in the 
classrooms used previously 
for the school's special edu- 
cation-based program. 

Principal Leslie Leahy 
and interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord brought the 
suggestion to the school 
board at its March meeting 
and at the Wednesday, April 
11, meeting the board gave 



the go-ahead, but not with- 
out some discussion. 

According to adminis- 
tration, the benefits of mov- 
ing the program inside are 
many. The two rooms are 
bigger, each has its own 
bathroom, a playground is 
attached, parents don't have 
to walk through the library 
to get to their kids, nobody 
can bypass the main office 
to get to their child, and 
during school evacuations, 
the kids aren't evacuated to 
the rear of the building 
where the fire trucks come 
through. 

An estimate on the cost 
to move the classrooms, 
from maintenance supervi- 
sor Don Ennis, came in at 
$27,500, but Gaylord thinks 



that number can be cut in 
half. When the idea was 
first presented to the board, 
as reported by the Tri-Town 
Times, the initial estimate 
was about $5,000. 

Partly because of the 
cost of the project, school 
board member Mike Ro- 
mick questioned the plan. 

Romick wondered how 
the decision would be met 
by public opinion, consider- 
ing that just three years 
before, the portables were 
put in and heralded as the 
only solution to the state's 
mandating a kindergarten 
program. He conceded that 
the classrooms weren't opti- 
mum, but money had not 
long before been spent on 
them. 

While there were costs 
for engineering and im- 
provements, state aid paid 



for most of the startup 
costs. At that time the dis- 
trict estimated that con- 
struction of two rooms 
would cost $610,000, of 
which the state would have 
paid 75 percent, but instead 
decided to go with portable 
classrooms, for which the 
state paid 100 percent of a 
code compliant facility. In 
so doing, the district was 
locked into using those 
rooms for kindergarten for 
three years. 

When mulling over the 
kindergarten program in 
2008, the school had one 
room available. That room 
could have accommodated 
two half-day programs, or 
45 to 54 kids. That was the 
projected enrollment at that 
time, and with population 
then increasing, the district 
decided to make sure it 
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could accommodate growth 
by adding an extra class- 
room with portables. 

Then the population 
trend reversed, and since 
then, the school has been 
losing students. 

At last week's meeting, 
Leahy said that at the time, 
with enrollment numbers 
what they were and because 
of state aid, the school did- 
n't have a choice but to put 
up portables. 

To further questioning 
on space concerns by 
Romick, Leahy said the 
school reduced staff last 
year by five teachers, a deci- 
sion that opened up five 
classrooms. 

The board agreed unani- 
mously to let the adminis- 
tration move forward with 
the kindergarten move. 

In other business: 

• Special education serv- 
ices director Jana Ruiz has 
recommended the reinstitu- 
tion of the public preschool 
program. Some parents have 
been urging the school to 



reinstate the program, but 
since discontinuing it at the 
start of the current year, the 
school board has said that 
would only happen if the 
population demanded it. 

Funding for the full pre- 
school program was re- 
moved this year when just 
one student was identified as 
in need of it. Now Ruiz has 
found six students, enough 
to justify the expense. 

Chester's public pre- 
school program has histori- 
cally been built around spe- 
cial education services. Reg- 
ular education students are 
selected through a lottery to 
fill in the classroom and 
make the program more 
inclusive. 

Ruiz and the board dis- 
cussed the particulars of 
moving forward with the 
program, including how to 
institute the lottery for reg- 
ular education students and 
cost, in non-public session. 
The program can be run 
with existing personnel. 
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Chester Selectmen Finalize Town Meeting Warrant

On a suggestion by 
selectman Jack Cannon, the 
board ordered similar arti- 
cles together, prioritized by 
tax impact. 

Cannon suggested it to 
try to get through the 
"heavy lifting" of Town 
Meeting in the early hours. 
Often attendance dwindles 
as the day goes on, and the 



selectmen want as many 
voters as possible weighing 
in on some expensive war- 
rant articles. 

The only article that was 
removed at last week's dis- 
cussion would have asked 
whether the town wanted to 
see the newly completed 
covered bridge at Wason 
Pond lit up. Wason Pond 
commission member Brad 



Wamsley brought the idea 
to the selectmen earlier this 
year, as previously reported 
in the Tri-Town Times, and 
suggested the work could 
be done with surplus this 
year, but the board wanted 
to make sure the public was 
in agreement with changing 
the bridge's old-time aes- 
thetic. 

That article was re- 



moved because, according 
to the board, the volunteers 
who oversee the bridge 
want to put together a more 
in-depth plan on how to 
light it before bringing it to 
voters. 

Landau suggested a 
straw poll be held at Town 
Meeting to gauge public 
interest in the project. 

All selectmen but Joe 



Castricone voted to take the 
article off the warrant. Cas- 
tricone argued that money 
was available for the project 
now, and to wait a year 
might mean that extra dol- 
lars would need to be raised 
to pay for it. 

Town Meeting is set for 
Saturday, May 12, at 9 a.m. 
at the multipurpose room.

The Hampstead Middle 
School graduation is set for 
June 18, and the board dis- 
cussed the proposed pur- 
chase of a new "studio in a 
box" system. The goal is to 
have it in place for the grad- 
uation. The board has a pro- 
posal from Access A/V in 
Concord for a new system 
to replace its aging portable 
studio, which is used for 
video taping events.

Cable Board Chairman 
Clay Shaw said the board 
has not made a major finan- 
cial outlay for some time 
and recommended approv- 
ing this one.

The junkyard is covered 
with debris of various types, 
including fluorescent light 
bulbs, roofing shingles, 
trash, siding, insulation, 
metal, a recreational vehicle 
and creosoted telephone 
poles.

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Sandown Old Meetinghouse Work Could Wait A Year

SANDOWN - Rehabili- 
tation work on the Old 
Meetinghouse may be 
delayed for a year because 
of a restriction in the Moose 
Plate grant the town is seek- 
ing to help pay for the work. 

During Town Meeting, 
voters approved $16,000 for 
the exterior painting, win- 
dow re-glazing and replace- 
ment of outside boards at 
the Old Meetinghouse. 
Since then, a $10,000 grant 
has come in from the 
Methuen Festival of Trees to 
offset that cost. The Old 
Meetinghouse Association 
has also put forward 
$10,000 for the project if 
needed. 

The estimated cost is 
$26,000. 

Selectmen office assis- 
tant Paula Gulla has been 
doing the legwork for grants 
on the project, but in recent 
review of an application for 
a $10,000 grant from the 
Moose Plate Program, she 
noticed that fine print 
restricted work on the proj- 
ect until August. Current 
plans are to have contractor 
David Rochefort begin 



preparatory work this 
spring. 

According to Gulla, 
Rochefort said the best 
months for painting are the 
summer months and to wait 
until August could poten- 
tially cause issues with 
moisture, rain and colder 
weather. 

Gulla brought the infor- 
mation to the board at its 
April 17 meeting to seek 
guidance on whether to 
continue to seek the grant 
or scrap it and get the work 
done this summer. 

The town has enough 
money to pay for the project 
now, but some selectmen 
were concerned about for- 
feiting a potential $10,000. 
Other concerns were 
whether the town may lose 
the Festival of Trees grant 
by waiting a year to use it. 

Selectman Brenda Copp 
urged the board to wait 
until next year, and refer- 
encing Gulla's comments, 
said that waiting the extra 
year wouldn't see the build- 
ing deteriorate significantly 
more. 

Chair Steve Brown ques- 
tioned waiting. He said the 
money was in hand and the 
contractor was ready so the

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World War II Navy Frogman Visits Hampstead School

HAMPSTEAD - Al- 
though his World War II 
experiences took place de- 
cades ago, Hampstead na- 
tive Forrest Brown's memo- 
ries of them remain sharp, 
and his stories about being a 
Navy Frogman - a member 
of the Underwater Demoli- 
tion Team or UDT - clearly 
fascinated the members of 
his student audience. 

The Hampstead Middle 
School Military Support 
Club usually has visits from 
young men and women cur- 
rently serving in the armed 
forces, military friends with 
whom the club members 
have corresponded and sent 
care packages. But Thurs- 
day, March 29, was differ- 
ent. Brown, a member of 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Post 11254, stopped in to 
talk with the students about 
what it was like when he 
served his country. 

Brown had talked with 
Kathe Cussen, club advisor, 
at the recent election polls 
and asked that the club 
adopt a family member. 
Cussen said they had done 
so and had already sent him 



letters and a care package 
for Easter. 

Standing straight and 
tall, Brown, in his 80s, kept 
the room full of seventh and 
eighth graders engaged as 
he explained what a frog- 
man did and how frogmen 
were the forerunners of 
today's Navy SEALs (Sea Air 
and Land team). 

"The SEALs are celebrat- 
ing their 50th anniversary 
this year," he said. "Our 
training was similar to what 
the SEALs have today." 

The frogmen prepared 
the beaches for invasions so 
Marines and Army equip- 
ment and personnel could 
be brought to the shore in 
LSTs (Landing Ship, Tank) 
and LCTs (Landing Craft, 
Tank) from troop ships, he 
explained. He remembered 
opening up the steel nets 
that protected Okinawa. 
The young people were 
aghast when he said he sim- 
ply donned his "sort-of" 
wetsuit, two tanks and 
strapped explosives around 
his waist. His only weapon 
was a knife. 

That was how it got 
done, he told them. 

Brown joined the Navy 
when he was 16, although

his paperwork said he was 
the requisite 17 years old. 

"My father said if that 
was what I wanted to do, go 
ahead, but my mother was 
very unhappy," he said. "I 
was 14 when Pearl Harbor 
happened and it made me 
very angry, and that was 
why I joined the Navy as 
soon as I could." 

This struck a chord with 



the club members, who had 
heard from current military 
friends that they had been 
angered by the Sept. 11, 
2001 attacks and joined the 
military because of it. Some 
things never change, but 
Brown said much in this 
world has changed since he 
took the bus to Manchester 
from Derry that day in 
1943, determined to enlist. 



"I was headed for the 
Marine Recruiting Office 
but they were closed, so I 
went to the Navy because 
they were open," he said 
with a smile. 

Before joining the Navy, 
Brown had worked with his 
father in explosives, so it 
seemed a natural decision 
for him to follow this life 
experience and get into the 
part of the service that han- 
dled explosives. He told the 
students about how his 
team would be part of the 
landing ships carrying 
troops to the beaches, and 
said he had been all over the 
Pacific and the South Sea 
Islands during his six-year 
hitch. 

"I was talking to a fellow 
at church one day who was 
on a tanker during the same 
time and was out in Aus- 
tralia and the Pacific, and it 
turned out we got fuel from 
his ship," Brown said. 
"Small world." 

His place in history 
assured since he was at Oki- 
nawa, Iwo Jima and many of 
the other battles of World 
War II that will always be 
remembered so vividly, he 
gave the students snippets 
of his experiences, telling 



them about the Japanese 
Kamikazi planes, the first 
use of C-4 explosive and 
what it was like to have 
your ship shot out from 
under you. 

Brown was wounded at 
age 19 at Okinawa and 
favors that leg to this day. 
He admitted that adapting 
to civilian life after living on 
the edge during wartime 
was difficult, and said it 
took getting married to set- 
tle him down. 

He said he went back 
and finished his high school 
education because he want- 
ed to work for the telephone 
company, and that was a 
requirement. He amazed the 
kids by saying he finished 
up nights at the former 
Hampstead High School, 
which was housed in what 
is now Town Hall. 

Brown concluded that 
the most important thing he 
carried with him from his 
wartime experiences was to 
appreciate life and said his 
time in the service had 
"made a man of me." 
Reflecting on his lifetime, 
he added that the biggest 
change he has seen is in 
electronics and the advent 
of the computer.

HAMPSTEAD - Once 
again the Hampstead Police 
and Fire Departments are 
joining forces to participate 
in the National Drug Take 
Back Program. Residents will 
be able to bring unused, 
unwanted or expired drugs 
to the Hampstead Fire De- 
partment on Saturday, April 
28, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
and deposit the drugs in a 
box outside the fire station. 

At the conclusion of the 
activity, the police will 
weigh the drugs and deliver 



them to Concord. 

The service is free and 
anonymous. 

The take-back effort is 
being held at the Fire Station 
because it has more parking 
and cover available than the 
Police Station. However, a 
Hampstead Police Officer 
will be on site throughout 
the collection, and the drugs 
will then be taken into police 
possession at the close of the 
collection period. 

The State of New Hamp- 
shire is partnering with the 
United States Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA), 
substance abuse industry

HAMPSTEAD - Cur- 
riculum Director Doris 
Buco told the School Board 
that more than 95 percent of 
Hampstead students did 
well on the NECAPs (New 
England Common Assess- 
ment Program) and ach- 
ieved Adequate Yearly Pro- 
gress (AYP), but because the 
small subset of Educational 
Disability students failed in 
some cases to make AYP, the 
schools and the district 
were considered failing, 
under the label of In Need 
of Improvement. 

Buco told the School 
Board at its Tuesday, April 10, 
meeting that the Educational 
Disability subset did better 
than most other similar 
school subsets. She explain- 
ed that the district and the 
schools have submitted two- 
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year District in Need of 
Improvement (DIM) and 
School in Need of Improve- 
ment plans (SINI) that have 
been approved by the state 
Department of Education. To 
exit DINI and/or SINI status, 
AYP must be attained for two 
consecutive years in the areas 
that previously did not attain 
that level. 

At Hampstead Central 
School, the Educational 
Disability subgroup did not 
meet the AYP target index in 
reading and mathematics, 
even though the students 
far exceeded the state aver- 
age in both areas. At Hamp- 
stead Middle School, the 
Educational Disability sub- 
group did not reach the tar- 
get in reading, but attained 
it in math. The Educational 
Disability subgroup at HMS 
exceeded the state averages 
by 12 percentage points in 
reading and as much as 15 
percentage points in math. 

Buco reminded the 
board members that the 
AYP status target numbers 
rise again next year, making 
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things more difficult. The 
target for reading will be 95, 
while the target for math 
will be 94, an increase of 
four points in reading and 
six points in math. 
In other business: 
• Middle School Read- 
ing Specialist Lynn Moquin 
and Math Specialist Annie 
Wallace presented their new 
programs, reading and math 
workshops for fifth and 
sixth graders. These pro- 
grams are being developed 
as part of an integrated sys- 
tem working to support stu- 
dent learning, student work 
with classroom teachers, 
special education, guidance, 
and support staff, services 
and administration. The 
workshops are not limited 
to any specific subgroup, 



and are designed to work on 
developing and strengthen- 
ing concepts and skills set 
forth in state standards. 
Competency-based assess- 
ment measures are used to 
determine student progress, 
and the goal is mastery. 

The goals of the work- 
shop are to provide increased 
and more in-depth levels of 
intervention or remediation 
as needed, as well as to pro- 
vide additional time for a stu- 
dent to gain understanding 
of something new. Small 
groups of students meet once 
or twice a week. 

Central School Principal 
Dillard Collins asked the 
specialists to discuss their 
programs with teachers at 
his school.

The ABC presented its 
skit, "Do the Right Thing," 
at Atkinson Academy in 
January and continues to do 
outreach to its own district.
